1958  saw  quite  a few  staff  changes  in  your  Health  Department.

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Comment  on  Deaths. 

During  1958,  371  people  died  giving  us  a crude  death  rate  of  12.3 
and  an  adjusted  death  rate  for  comparison  with  other  areas  and  the  rest  of 
England  and  Wales  of  12.7.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1 958  was  1 1 .7.  The  death  rate  shows  a slight  increase  compared 
with  1957  and  there  were  m fact  18  more  deaths  in  1958  than  m 1957. 
The  increase  in  deaths  is  due  entirely  to  the  increase  in  deaths  from  coro- 
nary thrombosis  (74  in  1958  as  compared  with  56  in  1957)  and  to  lung 
cancer  (19  deaths  in  1958  compared  with  nine  deaths  in  1957). 

55.2%  of  all  deaths  were  in  people  over  the  age  of  seventy. 

The  birth  rate  was  unchanged,  15.5  per  1.000  (15.5  in  1957). 
There  were  474  live  births  compared  with  468  in  1957. 

The  still  birth  rate  decreased  compared  with  1957  (20.6  per  1,000 
compared  with  23.9  per  1,000).  The  infant  mortality  rate  decreased 
from  32.1  in  1957  to  19.0  in  1958. 

Deaths  of  Men  and  Women  at  Various  Ages. 


There  is  a very  interesting  difference  when  the  ages  of  death  of  men 
and  women  are  compared  : 

30%  (58/192)  of  all  male  deaths  occurred  in  men  under  60. 

1 5. 1 % (27/ 1 79)  of  all  female  deaths  occurred  in  women  under  60. 

This  difference  is  accounted  for  by  the  different  death  rates  between 
the  two  sexes  in  two  diseases — lung  cancer  and  coronary  thrombosis. 
There  are  many  more  men  dying  of  these  diseases  under  the  age  of  60 
and  in  fact  if  no  person  had  died  of  these  two  conditons  under  the  age  of 
sixty  14.5%  of  female  deaths  and  16.1%  of  male  deaths  would  have  occur- 
red at  ages  under  sixty.

Lung  cancer  deaths  showed  a large  Increase  from  nine  in  1957  to  19 
in  1958.  Eighteen  men  and  one  woman  died  of  lung  cancer.  Eleven  of 
the  men  were  under  60  years  of  age,  one  young  man  being  only  3 1 years 
of  age.  This  disease  is  closely  associated  with  heavy  cigarette  smoking 
and  while  men,  particularly,  continue  to  smoke  heavily  this  upward  trend 
in  lung  cancer  deaths  can  be  expected  to  continue.  In  the  coming  years 
more  children  will  become  fatherless  and  more  women  widows  by  the  attack 
of  this  preventable  disease. 

In  addition  to  lung  cancer,  smoking  Increases  the  risk  of  dying  of 
coronary  thrombosis  and  bronchitis  and  recent  work  has  shown  that  smok- 
ing delays  the  healing  of  stomach  ulcers. 

It  is  extremely  difficult  for  the  smoker  to  stop  smoking  and  I think 
the  accent  must  be  on  preventing  children  starting  to  smoke.

Nine  women  died  of  breast  cancer  and  four  persons  died  of  leukaemia 
(cancer  of  the  blood  cells),  two  of  these  being  children  aged  two  and 
three  years  respectively. 

Coronary  Artery  Disease. 

Deaths  due  to  coronary  artery  disease  (heart  attack)  were  74  com" 
pared  with  56  last  year.  This  disease  is  a blockage  of  the  coronary 
arteries  feeding  blood  to  the  heart  muscle  resulting  in  a heart  attack. 
This  disease  shows  a 2 : I incidence  in  “favour”  of  males — 46  men  dying 
of  this  disease  compared  with  28  women.  In  addition,  the  deaths  occur 
at  a younger  age  in  men. 

This  disease  which  is  becoming  more  common  m all  Western  coun- 
tries is  associated  with  over  eating,  fatty  diets,  excessive  cigarette  smoking, 
insufficient  exercise,  and  mental  stress. 

I would  recommend  to  all  those  approaching  middle  age  to  adopt  a 
middle-way  mode  of  living — not  to  over  eat,  particularly  of  fatty  foods  ; 
to  keep  their  cigarette  smoking  under  ten  a day  ; to  do  a little  more 
walking  instead  of  riding  and  to  seek  a way  of  life  that  avoids  severe 
mental  stress. 

Other  Deaths: 

Eleven  people  died  of  accidents  — four  of  them  under  30.  These 
four  were  in  motor  vehicle  or  motor  cycle  accidents. 

It  is  shocking  that  young  people  in  the  prime  of  life  (at  a time  of  life 
when  natural  diseases  are  at  a minimum)  should  meet  their  death  in  this 
way.

People  are 
living  longer,  and  there  are  fewer  people  in  the  family  group  to  care  for 
their  aged  because  of  the  breakup  of  families  by  dispersal  to  new  towns 
and  because  of  the  smaller  size  of  modern  families.  In  addition,  with  Clee- 
thorpes being  a holiday  resort,  a relatively  large  number  of  people  come  to 
live  in  this  town  when  they  retire.  This  means  that  they  leave  behind  all  their 
friends  and  relatives  and  start  anew  at  an  age  when  it  is  more  difficult  to 
make  new  friends.  If  one  of  an  elderly  couple  then  dies  and  the  remain- 
ing one  begins  to  fail  they  become  dependant  upon  the  care  of  neighbours, 
the  voulantary  agencies,  and  the  Health  and  Welfare  Departments. 

Elderly  people  can  be  divided  into  three  main  groups  : — 

( 1 ) Those  who  are  healthy  and  independant  and  able  to  look  after 
themselves. 

(2)  Those  at  the  other  end  of  the  scale  who  are  so  sick  and  feeble 
as  to  require  hospitalization,  early  treatment,  rehabilitation  and  where 
possible  eventual  discharge  back  to  their  own  homes  or  to  Part  3 accom- 
odation. There  is  a severe  shortage  of  hospital  accomodation  for  the 
chronic  sick  in  this  area,  many  people  waiting  months  for  a bed  in  a hospital. 
Many  members  of  the  public  cannot  understand  why  in  these  days  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  the  Welfare  State  this  is  so. 

(3)  The  third  group  of  old  people  are  the  inbetweens,  those  who 
are  just  beginning  to  fail  either  medically  or  socially,  or  both,  and  who  by 
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care  in  their  own  homes  — by  their  family  doctor,  the  Health  and  Welfare 
Departments  Services,  and  the  Voluntary  Agencies  can  be  prevented  from 
falling  into  Class  2, 

School  Medical  Services. 

These  services  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  and  I am  in- 
debted to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  permission  to  include 
the  following  details  of  work  carried  out  during  the  year  in  my  capacity  as 
School  Medical  Officer. 

The  health  of  school  children  during  the  year  was  highly  satisfactory. 
I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  all  head  teachers  for  their 
willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

Poliomyelitis  Vacination 

With  the  decision  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  November  1957  to 
import  Salk  vaccine,  for  the  first  time  since  the  scheme  began  sufficient 
vaccine  became  available;  and  large  progress  was  made  during  the  year. 

In  addition  the  Ministry  decided  to  make  a third  injection  available 
at  an  interval  of  not  less  than  seven  months  after  the  second  injection,  and 
to  extend  the  age  of  vaccination  to  cover  all  children  aged  over  six  months 
and  all  adults  up  to  and  including  those  born  in  1933. 

Though  few  people  in  the  15 — 25  year  age  group  were  interested 
in  vaccination  during  1 958,  I am  pleased  to  report  that  considerable  numbers 
have  been  vaccinated  so  far  in  1959,  Both  Salk  and  British  Vaccines 
appear  to  give  80%  immunity  against  paralytic  poliomyelitis  and  it  is  in  the 
interest  of  all  parents  to  get  their  children  done  as  soon  as  possible  after 
the  child  reaches  6 months  of  age. 

Comment  on  Infectious  Disease 

Measles  did  not  behave  as  expected  during  1958.  We  had  an 
epidemic  in  1957  with  785  cases  and  as  you  know  measles  epidemics  occur 
every  other  year,  with  the  year  following  an  epidemic  showing  only  a small 
number  of  cases.  This  did  not  happen  in  1958  as  we  had  262  cases  mainly 
in  May  and  June.  Similar  departures  from  the  expected  occurred  in  1947 
and  1951. 
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Seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  occurred  during  the  year.  No  cause 
was  found  for  the  first  two  and  the  other  five  cases  were  five  members  of 
the  same  family  who  were  infected  at  a meal  in  a bus  station  in  another 
town.  All  the  cases  were  mild. 

One  child  of  six  died  during  the  year  of  tetanus  (lockjaw.)  It  is  now 
possible  to  immunise  children  against  this  disease  at  the  same  time  as  they 
are  having  their  whooping  cough  and  dipthena  immunisations  and  I would 
recommend  this  procedure  to  all  parents  so  that  similar  tragedies  can  be 
avoided.

Tuberculosis  After  Care  Committee. 

This  Committee  renders  valuable  service  in  the  after-care  of  cases 
of  Tuberculosis.  Special  attention  is  given  to  necessitous  cases  and  their 
families,  assistance  being  given  in  obtaining  extra  nourishment,  clothing, 
etc.,  and  in  the  form  of  holiday  grants. 
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An  occupational  centre  with  a workshop  in  St.  Hugh’s  Avenue, 
is  maintained  by  the  Committee  and  provides  a means  to  utilise  the  lessened 
working  capabilities  of  selected  cases. 

Domestic  Help  Service. 

The  County  Council,  under  Section  29  of  the  National  Health 
Service  Act,  operate  a Domestic  Help  Service  within  the  County  and, 
as  far  as  possible,  having  regard  to  the  availability  of  domestic  helpers, 
make  domestic  help  available  where  they  consider  such  help  is  required, 
in  the  following  types  of  cases  : 

(1)  Where  there  is  illness  in  the  household. 

(2)  For  expectant  mothers  and  maternity  cases  during  the  lying  in 

period. 

(3)  Where  there  is  an  aged  person  in  the  household. 

Persons  receiving  domestic  help  under  the  County  Council’s  scheme 
are  required  to  pay  such  charge  as,  having  regard  to  the  means  of  those 
persons,  the  County  Council  consider  reasonable. 

Applications  for  help  in  the  Cleethorpes  area  should  be  made  to  the 
Assistant  Organiser  at  3 1 Market  Street,  Cleethorpes.

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  first  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  since  my  taking  office  as  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  on  the  1st  September  1958.  Most  of  the  work 
on  which  this  report  is  based  concerns  work  which  was  carried  out  whilst 
Mr.  Brant  was  still  Chief,  which  gives  me  an  opportunity  to  pay  a tribute 
to  the  work  which  he  had  done  during  his  service  with  you  and  to  thank 
him  for  the  help  and  guidance  which  he  had  given  to  me  personally.  He 
IS  a difficult  man  to  follow  because  of  the  high  standard  which  he  set  and  I 
hope  that  you  have  the  same  cause  for  satisfaction  with  my  work  as  you 
have  had  with  his,  in  the  past. 

The  occasion  of  his  leaving  saw,  as  well  as  my  appointment,  the 
separation  of  the  Cleansing  Department  from  the  direct  control  of  the 
Health  Department,  by  the  appointment  of  an  Additional  Public  Health 
Inspector  as  Cleansing  Superintendent  with  direct  responsibility  for  the 
work  of  that  Department.  So  far  as  my  Department  is  concerned,  this 
has  been  an  improvement  enabling  me  to  devote  myself  fulltime  to  purely 
public  health  work.

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Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


(1)  Water  Supply. 

The  supply  of  water  to  Cleethorpes  is  by  pipe  from  the  Grimsby, 
Cleethorpes  and  District  Water  Board.  The  Board  takes  samples  for 
examination  from  the  sources  of  supply,  the  results  of  which  are  made 
available  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  aud  during  the  year,  these  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Samples  were  also  taken  during  the  year  for  bacteriological  examination 
by  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  Borough.  The  results  of  these 
examinations  are  as  follows  : 

Class  1 (excellent)  24 

Class  II  (satisfactory)  18 

Class  IV  (unsatisfactory)  2 

It  was  found  on  subsequent  examination  that  in  the  two  cases  where 
the  results  were  Class  IV  that  the  taps  in  question  were  infected.  Fresh 
samples  were  taken  at  these  points,  after  disinfection  when  the  results  were 
excellent. 

Of  the  1 0,025  houses  in  the  Borough,  1 0,009  have  an  internal  water 
supply  and  16  have  stand  pipes  in  the  rear  yard.  The  16  houses  which 
have  stand  pipes  in  the  rear  yard  as  their  means  of  water  supply  are  all 
in  houses  which  are  included  in  the  Council  s Slum  Clearance  programme 
and  ten  of  them  are  in  a Clearance  Area  which  was  represented  during 
the  year’  The  remainder  should  be  dealt  with  during  the  coming  year.

It  will  be  noted  that  eight  houses  use  pail  closets  as  their  means  of 
conservancy.  I hope  that  now  a sewer  is  being  laid  in  North  Sea  Lane, 
this  number  will  be  reduced  next  year.

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Maintenance  of  Drains  and  Sewers. 

During  the  year  357  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  main- 
tenance of  sewers.  1 hese  are  sewers  which  can  be  dealt  with  under  Section 
24  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  and  not  the  street  sewers  which  are 
maintained  by  the  Borough  Surveyor.  It  was  necessary  to  serve  69 
statutory  notices  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  during  the  year  to 
secure  the  repair  of  sewers. 

346  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  maintenance  of  house  drains 
and  29  dram  tests  were  made.  174  drains  and  sewers  were  cleared  of 
obstruction  during  the  year  by  the  Infectious  Disease  Prevention  Attendant 

Passage  Pavings. 

During  the  year  255  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  repair 
of  passage  paving.  Five  passages  were  repaired  during  the  year  under 
Section  56  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  The  combined  surface  area 
of  the  passages  in  question  was  1 ,295^  yards  super.  In  each  case  the 
passages  were  surfaced  with  3 of  good  cement  concrete  laid  to  proper  falls. 
In  addition  169  visits  were  made  ui  connection  with  choked  and  defective 
passage  gullies. 

Atmospheric  Pollution. 

No  great  problem  exists  from  industrial  smoke  in  Cleethorpes  but  23 
visits  were  made  by  your  inspectors  during  the  year  to  various  premises. 
One  firm  has  replaced  its  boiler  with  a modern  mechanically  fired  boiler 
and  a new  chimmney,  with  a resultant  improvement  in  the  smoke  emission. 
It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  report  any  firm  for  causing  a smoke 
nuisance. 

Air  pollution  in  Cleethorpes  is  caused  almost  solely  by  the  chimneys 
of  domestic  premises.  There  is,  of  course,  great  dilution  of  the  atmosphere 
by  clean  air  which  comes  in  from  the  sea,  but  it  should  be  remembered  that 
domestic  smoke,  because  it  is  the  product  of  less  efficient  combustion  than 
than  in  industrial  furnaces,  contains  a much  higher  percentage  of  tarry  sub- 
stances than  industrial  smoke. 

Rodent  Control. 

During  the  year  the  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  has  treated  212 
dwelling  houses  and  31  other  properties  on  complaint  of  rodent  infestation. 
I his  includes  the  treatment  of  the  Councils  properties.  1744  visits  and 
re-visits  were  made  by  the  Rodent  Operater  and  229  visits  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors  for  these  purposes.  Treatment  was  carried  out  with 
Warfarin  poison  in  an  oatmeal  base. 

During  the  year  two  routine  treatments  of  the  sewers  were  also 
carried  out,  for  the  first  time  in  Cleethorpes,  with  Warfarin  mixed  accord- 
ing to  a special  formula.  I hope  that  now  this  excellent  poison  is  being 
used  in  sewers  for  these  routine  treatments  that  in  time  it  will  be  possible 
to  clear  the  sewer  system  of  rats.

A total  of  921  visits  were  made  to  the  various  types  of  food  premises 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year  — a fall  of  590  as  against  the  previous  year 
which  IS  accounted  for  by  staff  shortage. 

Due  to  the  seasonal  nature  of  the  catering  trade  in  Cleethorpes  a great 
deal  of  work  must  be  done  m threemonths  of  the  year  and  credit  must  be  given 
to  the  food  traders  who  have  carried  out  works  to  comply  with  the  Regulat- 
ions when  the  equipment  is  often  used  for  a shoit  time  only  in  any  one  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  in  view  of  the  great  numbers  of  people  who  resort 
to  catering  premises  m the  town  during  the  holiday  season  it  is  essential  that 
the  highest  standards  only  of  food  handling  should  be  tolerated.  On  the 
whole  the  food  traders  m the  town  have  co-operated  well  with  the  Health 
Department  in  this  endeavour  to  maintain  high  standards  and  it  was  not 
foun  1 necessary  to  institute  proceedings  in  any  instance. 

Meat  Inspection. 

The  slaughter  of  animals  for  human  consumption  continued  at  Wilson 
Street  Slaughterhouse  .The  number  of  animals  killed  was  5,092  which  is  a 
reduction  of  1 1 .6%  on  last  years  kill.  All  the  animals  were  examined  on 
the  day  of  slaughter.

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Report  on  the  Meteorolooical  Conditions  prevailing 
at  Cleethorpes  during  1958. 


Alan  B.  Cooper,  A.M.  Inst.  C.E., 

Borough  Engineer,  Cleethorpes. 

The  weather  conditions  prevailing  at  Cleethorpes  during  1 958,  were 
normal  with  the  exception  of  the  rainfall  which  was  above  normal. 

A total  of  1,275.9  hours  of  bright  sunshine  was  recorded,  being 
below  the  average  yearly  total  of  1,515  hours 

The  amount  of  rain  for  the  year  was  27,38  inches,  and  is  3.84  inches 
above  the  average  yearly  fall. 

SUNSHINE. 

From  1st  January  to  3 1st  December,  1958,  1,275.9  hours  of  bright 
sunshine  was  recorded. 

The  daily  average  for  July  amounting  to  6.3  hours  was  the  highest  for 
the  year. 

The  maximum  amount  of  sunshine  recorded  in  any  one  day  wa.s 
13.8  hours  on  the  8th  July,  1958. 

RAINFALL. 

A total  rainfall  of  27.38  inches  was  recorded  over  the  year,  and  this 
figure  IS  3.84  inches  above  the  average. 

The  driest  month  of  the  year  was  November  with  0.66  inches  of 

ram. 

The  wettest  month  was  June  when  4.75  inches  of  ram  were  record- 
ed, of  this  total  i .93  inches  fell  over  a period  of  4 days.  This  is  the 
highest  ever  recorded  at  Cleethorpes  for  the  month  of  June  since  1910, 
The  previous  highest  total  was  m June  1950  when  4.71  inches  was 
recorded.

The  lowest  air  temperature  recorded  during  the  year  was  1 8°  F.  on 
the  10th  February  1958. 
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The  highest  maximum  shade  temperature  for  the  same  period  was 
83  °F  on  the  3 1 st  J uly,  1 958.

The  Cleethorpes  Meteorological  Station^  No.  2478,  is  officially 
recognised  by  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office  as  an  Auxiliary 
Climatological  Station,  and  a First  Class  Health  Resort  Station. 

Nightly  reports  in  the  form  of  a Weather  Telegram  were  despatched 
to  the  Air  Ministry  every  night  during  the  period  1st  April  to  30th 
September. 

An  official  inspection  of  the  station  was  carried  out  on  the  6th  August 
1 958  by  the  Air  Ministry’s  Inspector  Mr.  E.  B.  Tinney,  who  was  generally 
favourably  impressed  with  the  Station.  A certificate  dated  26th  September 
was  received  from  the  Air  Ministry  stating  that  the  Station  had  been  re- 
ported as  satisfactory  and  that  all  the  instruments  in  use  had  been  examined 
and  approved.  Minor  points  which  were  raised  in  the  certificate  have 
received  attention. 

The  Station  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  Mr.  Alan  B.  Cooper  (A.M.  Inst.  C.E.)  and  the  Observers 
during  1958  were  A.  Barnsley,  and  D.  Gresswell  (both  of  Surveyor’s 
Department).
